It is yours, Help to 
keep it tidy and clean at oll times. 

The Governor's specch was: 

It hos been sald by a cynic that 
the last and greatest blessing bestow- 
ed on mortal'man Is that he is sparcd 
hearing his own funeral oration. 
That, as. I say, was o cynic’s thought. 

Tt is, on the contrary, with a very 
reverent and very loyal tongue that

It would be diMcult, even under 
¥esent conditions, to replace tho 
lost stocks, and publishers are, there- 
fore, urging the Government not to 
cut still further their already re- 
duced quota of paper and boards. 

A suggestion’ for reducing the 
consumption of raw materials by the 
book: trade is that books should ap- 
pear in paper -backs (ns.in France) 
instead of cloth-bound as at present. 
This would be practical for home 
consumption and was the general 
practice in the World War, but for 
export if is essential that “volumes 
should be properly bound, especially
